In consequence of the change of weather, the Coa Market was ex- 
tremely dull at the beginning of the week, and in almost every instance 
tower prices were accepted.

The ordinary 
monthly statistics of coals brought within the London district during the 
month of March show that the total quantity of sea-borne coal imported 
into London was 262,685 tons, against 325,229 tons in March, 1858.

_Lamestasie Coriiery Incypation.—On Wednesday last great ex- 
citement was caused in Neath and the neighbourhood by the occurrence 
of an accident in the Main Colliery at Bryn Coch, about three miles from 
Neath. This collisiy is one of the largest and most extensiv ely worked in 
the neighbourhoo!, and belongs to the Neath Abbey Coal Company. 
From enquiries made at the colliery it appears that, owing to the rapid ex- 
tension of the works now in progress, it was deemed desirable to increase 
the means of ventilation, and for this purpose a heading was being driven 
towards the pit of an old colliery. This pit had been examined, and was 
found free from water, which it was presumed had all been drained off by 
a similar inundation of the Main Colliery, about 17 years ago. In order to 
prevent the recurrence of so fearful an accident as then took place great 
eare was taken to try the ground by borings ahead of the face of the head- 
mg which was driven in the coal. On Tuesday night three bore-holes were 
m operation from the face of the heading — one on the left-hand side of 
® yards, one in the centre of 6 yards, and one on the right-hand side of 
8 yards in length. That evening the bore-rod in the right-hand hole en- 
countered some stone, and a few drops of water trickled out of it. On 
Wednesday morning the water slightly increased, but not so much as to 
excite any alarm until about eleven o'clock, when it began to fill the hole 
(which was 1} inch in diameter), and, on attempting to plug it, it rushed 
out with such force as to expel the plug and knock the men down. All 
attempts that were maie to arrest its ingress were in vain, and the men 
fied tor their lives, although, we regret to say, few that were in that part 
ot the mine escaped, and there is every reason to fear that 26 men and 
boys have met with a watery grave. On the alarm being given the great 
majority of the men who were in the pit made their way to the winding- 
shaft, and were drawn in safety to the surface. The probability is that the 
heading had approached an old goaf below the level of the pit to which 
it was being driven, and the water from which had not been drawn off by 
the former inundation. Al! the facts concerning this sad accident will, 
doubtless, be fully elicited on the inquest, which will be held as soon as the 
bodies of the unfortunate sufferers are recovered. The colliery was visited 
by Mr. Brough, the Government Inspector, on Thursday morning, Mr. 
Evans, Inspector of the district, being unable to attend from indisposition

It isa 
universal favourite with the men, who in many cases have preferred it even to candies, 
which it exceeds in lumir sity, whilst the ample amount of light does away with the 
temptation to remove the gauze, and is a more effectual check to this fre quent case of 
accident than the most ingeniously-constructed locks. Mr. Sturvé (of Swansea) has 
made many improvements in the detailed « onstruction of the lamp since we first noticed 
it In our columns ; and we understand he is fully alive to the taportance of making such 
other alterations as experience may suggest, and which his great practical knowledge 
euables him to profit by, so as to make the lamp as perfect as possible.

They run 
into the harbour under a drop, where they take in 400 or 590 tor s, and proceed on their 
way to the North, after only a few hours’ detention. They hav» built a great number 
of cottages, workshop, &c., for their labourers, and have now c: :ployed on their works 
above 100 miners, who are raising between 300 and 400 tons of iron ore daily. Seymour 
and Co.’s lron-works, adjoining Messrs. Palmer and Co., are corried on very steadily, 
and are doin, a good business. They have lately taken some m. re royalties, and intend 
extending their operations. ‘Their ironstone is chietly shipped 1» Walker's [ron-works, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, excepting a few thousand tons shipped an:ually to the Tyne Iron 
Company. Both these works have large stocks on hand, to be nr ady when the shipping 
season begins, as they never fail before the end of the season to clear themselves out cf 
stock, Seymour and Co. have also erected several cottages for their labourers. The 
land where these works are was previously all waste, and grew nothing but briars and 
thistles; it has been cleared, and divided into small gardens, and is now rich pro- 
ductive land, yielding an abundance of vegetables for the ind tstrious miner and his 
family The company at Wreckhbills, called the Victoria fron . nd Cement Works, has 
been wound-up, and a new ove formed, called the Albert Tron anc Cement Works.

LamestaBie Coviiery Ixcypatioy.—On Wednesday last great ex- 
vitement was caused in Neath and the neighbourhood by the occurrence 
f am accident in the Main Colliery at Bryn Coch, about three miles from 
Neath. This colliery is one of the largest and most extensively worked in 
the neighbourhood, and belongs to the Neath Abbey Coal Company. 
From enquiries made at the colliery it appears that, owing to the rapid ex- 
tension of the works now in progress, it was deemed desirable to increase 
the means of ventilation, and for this purpose a heading was being driven 
towards the pit of an old colliery. This pit had been examined, and was 
*oand free from water, which it was presumed had all been drained off by 
« sumilar inundation of the Main Colliery, about 17 years ago. In order to 
prevent the recurrence of so fearful an accident as then took place great 
care was taken to try the ground by borings ahead of the face of the head- 
mg which was driven in the coal. On Tuesday night three bore-holes were 
™m operation from the face of the heading — one on the left-hand side of

* yards in length. That evening the bore-rod in the right-hand hole en- 
countered some stone, and a few drops of water trickled out of it. On 
Werneslay morning the water slightly increased, but not so much as to 
excite any alarm until about eleven o'clock, when it began to fill the hole 
which was 1} inch in diameter), and, on attempting to plug it, it rushed 
it with such force as to expel the plug and knock the men down.

have met with a watery grave. On the alarm being given the great 
muatjority of the men who were in the pit made their way to the winding- 
~haft. an i were drawn in safety to the surface. The probability is that the 
eading had approached an old goaf below the level of the pit to which 
t was being driven, and the water from which had not been drawn off by 
ee former inundation. Al! the facts concerning this sad accident will, 
oubtiess, be fully elicited on the inquest, which will be held as soon as the 
xlies af thie unfortunate sufferers are recovered. The colliery was visited 
Mr. Brough, the Government Inspector, on Thursday morning, Mr. 
Evans Inspector of the district, being unable to attend from indisposition.

5s., ac- 
cording to specification and brand. The same remarks apply to Stafford- 
shire iron of the better class. As regards inferior makes, underselling is 
going on to a considerable extent ; but this is no matter of surprise when 
the scarcity of orders is taken into consideration, and of which there does 
not appear to be any symptom of distinct or immediate improvement. The 
tendency in the price of Scotch pig-iron is downward, as stocks have been 
steadily kept up, whilst export orders and speculations have both been 
limited. The shipments for the weck, it is true, are large, but they are 
smaller than as recorded for the corresponding week of last year, being 
13,331 tons, against 15,306 tons; and the stock in the storekeepers’ yards 
up to March 30 amounts to 155,300 tons.

This state of things we have for some time anticipated, fully bearing out the opinion we 
have from time to time endcavoured to express. We estimate the present stock of tin 
here at 760 tons. Tin-plates have been in fair demand, but uac :anged in price. 


Tue Specter Trape.—During the past few weeks the value of spelter 
has been gradually increasing, yet we have heard of no corresponding increase in the 
energy displayed in working mines producing blende, nor has any advance been obser- 
vable in the value of shares in such mines. This must surely a) ise from the little atten- 
tion given by mine adventurers generally to anything concernin s jack, which, however, 
if properly looked to, would in many mines bring in more profic than copper or tin. I 
am aware that in England less attention is paid to the manufac’ ure of zinc than on the 
Continent; but if zine ores were brought into the market in lirger quantities than at 
present, smelters would soon be found to purchase them. The Vieille Montagne and the 
Nouvelle Montagne Companies are amongst the most prosperous in existence, and why 
could not some English body of capitalists put themselves in as! nilarly favourable posi- 
tion. I trust that our zinc ores may not be permitted longer to remain uncared for, but 
that we may have prosperous zinc works to ald the development of other metallic mines. 





Wuitsy.—The weather this winter has been rem wkably fine for the 
beaching trade, and has allowed the companies who have iron-works along 
the sea coast to do a tolerably good business in shipp og away their iron 
ore. Messrs. Palmer and Co.’s iron-works at Port Mu'grave, situate about 
nine miles north of Whitby, are now carrying on their oy erations very vigor- 
ously, in order to supply the furnaces they have lately put in blast at the 
Jarrow Lron-works, Newcastle-on-Tyne. They have every co ivenience for shipping 
away their iron ore when a favourable opportunity offers itself ; a commodious harbour, 
where smal! vessels cau remain laden and quite safe in stormy weather, ready to sail 
the first chance the sea is calm; also large iron screw steamers trading to the South 
with coals from the North, and call on their return when weather permits, They run 
into the harbour under a drop, where they take in 400 or 500 to: s, and proceed on their 
way to the North, after only a few hours’ detention. They hav> built a great number 
of cottages, workshop, &c., for their labourers, and have now «: :ployed on their works 
above 100 miners, who are raising between 300 and 400 tons of iron ore daily. Seymour 
and Co,’s lron-works, adjoining Messrs. Palmer and Co., are corried on very steadily, 
and are doing a good business. They have lately taken some m. re royalties, and intend 
extending their operations. heir ironstone is chietly shipped t» Walker's lron-works, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, excepting a few thousand tons shipped an:ually to the Tyne Tron 
Company. Both these works have large stocks on hand, to be rady when the shipping 
season begins, as they never fail before the end of the season to clear themselves out of 
stock. Seymour and Co. have also erected several cottages for their labourers. The 
land where these works are was previously all waste, and grew nothing but briars and 
thistles; it has been cleared, and divided into small gardens, and is now rich pro- 
ductive land, yielding an abundance of vegetables for the ind tstrious miner and his 
family. The company at Wreckhills, called the Victoria tron . nd Cement Works, has 
been wound-up, and a new ove formed, called the Albert Tron anc Cement Works. This 
company has arranged with the original proprictors to take the works, and they have 
now employed between 30 and 40 workmen, principally miners _ but it is not the pre- 
sent intention of the proprietors to vend the iron ore, but work i into stock, until such 
times as they are in a position to manufacture it themselves. ‘Che two furnaces built 
by the former company are remaining in the same inclined positi as seen on March 22, 
1458, the day upon which their foundations gave way. The pesent gompany intends 
rebuilding them not far from where they now stand; the propri tors intend laying the 
foundations of both the furnaces, but only to build one of them at present. We hope the 
foundation they select will not prove so treacherous as the one upon which they were 
first built; but before commencing to rebuild them, it would be good policy of the pro- 
prietgers to take the advice of the best practical engineers they con secure, as the ground 
there along the beach is known to be very slippery.

Copren SMELTING.— In last week's Journal your able Cornish correspondent states that 
the smelters’ profits must be less now than they hitherto have been. In my opinion, 
they are the same. Any one at all acquainted with the Swansea process must be 
aware that latterly there has not only been introduced a greater saving of fuel, but 
likewise that the labour required to produce the returns from the ores smelted has 
been greatly economised. The Swansea sinelters have been accused of not availing 
themselves of the many advantages offered to them by the various gentlemen who 
have patented improvements in copper smelting. I think, however, it will be found, 
whenever these clever persons have had offered to them a practical and really useful 
invention, that they have not only availed themselves of it, but likewise amply re- 
munerated the inventor or the patentee, as the case might be. It is not to be expected 
that they would allow experimentalists to use their furnaces to elucidate their crude 
ideas, more especially as these gentlemen are unable to come furward uniess they 
have a trifling amount of money to assist them. The Norwezian process at Fobidal, 
of Mr. Sinding, has been a great success; the reason is that the ores were already at 
surface, and, consequently, no mining cost had to be incurred. The case, however, 
would have been far different hed the expense of bringing them to grass been saddled 
Upun these poor ores. We have heard of the wonderful results to have been obtained 
from the Twista Mines, in Germany ; these, however, appear to have fallen into abey - 
ance since the decease of Mr. John Duncan, of Fastern Counties notoriety, who first 
brought them into notice ; surely they are not worthless, and it is a matter to be won- 
dered at that some of the parties connected with those works have not further pro- 
gressed with them. The first prospectus issued stated there were ores of the value of 
upwards of 50,000/. at surface, only requiring transport to make them available. 
Again, we had Mr. Reid's process, tried at the Arundell Mines, which was to bring 
copper from the ore at one operation. IT have never yet seen any official report of this 
miraculous invention, nor do I know what it has resulted in. A few years since a 
Dr. Wolf, at Glasgow, proposetl to reduce ores of copper to malleable metal solely by 
the action of acids. I need not further allude to the patents of Messrs. De Sussex and 
other men, who had no knowledge of the subject matter they professed to treat of; 
with regard to them I can only say, 4x uno disce omnes. The relative position of 
smelters and miners will never be altered so long aa the former body possesses all the 
elements of combination, while the latter is merely a mass of disunited fragments, 
each striving against the other, and which requires more than one generation to ren- 
der in any way homogeneous. Wherever there is a practical improvement the smeit- 
ers always apply it, provided they see that it is to their own advantage. The differ- 
ence bet ween the two bodies may be summed up in a few words —the one are merchant 
capitalists, the others speculative adventurers.—B. 5.

The shipping of the port of 
London has reached a tonnage amounting to 2,800,000 tons, independent 
of the coasting trade ; and, as we have before said, this statistic is in a fair 
way of being largely increased, seeing that the unsettled state of continen- 
tal affairs are even now concentrating that which heretofore was an erratic 
commerce on the English market. 

We do not advocate this, that, or the other speculation ; we only attach 
ourselves to the great principle of utility—of national utility ; and whether 
one or the other enterprise achieve a position in the opinion of the public 
it is of no moment to us, so long as the important interests involved are fos- 
tered and protected. 


To reduce the dock charges on vessels will soon become, as a natural

old established docks. It is a hint worthy of notice ; and as experience 
proves that time shonld be taken in all br.siness matters by the forelock, 
we trust the commercial interests will ye favoured by an early concession 
on the part of the existing London, dock companies. 








In the English vocabulary the word Haszrr is defined by Jounson, the 
learned lexicographer, as “a power or propensity in man of doing anything 
when it has been acquired by frequently doing the same thing.”

Thus, the Frenchman transacts the better half of his daily business before 
partaking of his matin meal ; the German considers it orthodox to look at 
matters mundane through an atmusphere charged with the fumes of meck 
tobacco and Bavarian beer ; whilst the Englishman stoutly asserts his right 
to enjoy in their plentitude the pleasures of the table, either as a neces- 
sary preliminary to the discussion of important business or as an affair pro- 
perly consequent on its transaction. 
countrymen is well known, and is variously appreciated, according to the 
“ standpoint,” as the Germans have it, from which it is viewed. Its mo- 


derate use tends to keep alive with us the pleasing rite of hospitality, and | 


‘on that account alone it becomes us to be “ to all its faults a little blind;” 
but there is a point beyond which silence loses the character of forbear- 
ance, and that is when the habit assumes the position of a necessary con- 
comitant of any special business routine — when the individuals who in- 
dulge do so at the expense of others who do not, and claim for mere habit 
the quality of right. 

There is, in our opinion, no charge which bears so heavily on the cop- 
per mines of Cornwall and Devon as the expenses attending the sampling 
and ticketing of this particular branch of our mineral produce. Cornish- 
men are celebrated for the heartiness of their conviviality. ‘The number 
of occasions on which it is considered legitimate to have an unpretending 
banquet at the expense of the adventurers is truly surprising, speaking 
volumes for their native ingenuity. In many cases proper refreshments and 
a simple repast are necessary and allowable when the topography of the 
county and the positions of the mines are fairly considered, hut when we 
reflect that a relatively enormous amount of money is spent yearly in samp- 
ling and ticketing expenses, we consider it necessary to enter our protest 
against the continuance of an impost at once so unnecessary and so un- 
reasonable. The question might be asked, why should such a grievance 
be permitted to fructify and flourish year after year without adequate re- 
dress? and the answer given, that the very magnitude of the evil and the 
deeply-rooted prejudice in its favour have combined to deter isolated par- 
ties from attack, and to make anything like combined resistance next to 
an impossibility. 

The vast wealth of the copper smelters of England enables them to re- 
tain a monopoly of the copper trade of the world, practically speaking. 
Swansea, and more recentiy Liverpool, are the great depots into which 
flow the cupreous riches of Chili, Mexico, Spain, Africa, and Australia. 
No quantity of org is either too large or too valuable for the capabilities of 
the copper smelters. They buy the ores at their own price, without the 
remotest fcar of competition, and value the metal as high or as low as their 
united interests may dictate. For their convenience the county of Corn- 
wall is parcelled into districts. They enjoy all the powers and privileges 
of an unparalleled monopoly, and yet the employés whom they send to 
sample the ores which they propose to buy expect to be entertained during 
the progress of their labour with the good things of this life at the charge 
of the producers; as also do their representatives deputed to state the re- 
spective prices which their firms are willing to give for different parcels at 
the ticketings. Anything more grossly unfair than this is almost beyond 
conception; and yet the ticketing dinner has become a Cornish institution, 
the hebdomadal ‘recurrence of which is as anxiously anticipated by the 
semi-official crowd as a statute fair would be by the bal maidens. We 
would ask, is the ticketing dinner considered by the elite of the Cornish 
agents as an entertainment which they could attend with either profit or 
Pleasure ? or is it considered more in the light of a weekly opportunity when 
“Painter's ore” can at a ridiculously contracted minimum of personal 
Cost Wish, in a flowing bowl, a continuance of preposterous health and a 
Pror.pect of unnatural longevity to ‘* Vicker’s precipitate ?” 

The crowd which now patronises the ticketing dinners is not, we believe, 
80 miscellaneous in its character as was the case some time ago, the opi- 
nions expressed from time to time in our columns having effected a partial 
reformation, but the dimensions of the nuisance are still sufficiently great 
to keep alive amongst a large and influential circle of our readers a sense 
of irritation, all the more annoying because of the apparently inveterate 
hold which the custom has obtained in the minds of a by no means unim- 
portant class of officials in the county. We can compare it to nothing but 
4 tax levied without regard to the most ordinary principles of justice. The 
greater the quantity of ore that a mine produces the heavier does the burden 
Weigh on the shoulders of the adventurers, and the richer the ore is in 
metal the lighter is the impost felt. It has been well and truly said that 
Corporations have no conscience, meaning thereby that a body of men will 
oftentimes do that, the mere imputation of which they would indignantly 
repudiate in their private and individual capacities; and so it is, we fear, 
at these entertainments. The adventurers have not only got to raise the 
ore, prepare it for market, and submit to whatever price a clique may offer 
for their produce, on the penalty of no sale, but they have in addition to 
all this to receive the buyers, e¢ hoc genus omne, as their guests, and are 
expected to administer the duties of hospitality with becoming liberality.

| their annual Court on Wednesday, and a full report of the proceedings 
, Will be found in another column. It is now seven years since the resusci- 
} tation of the company took place, and during the whole of that period they 
have been steadily pro ing. According to the accounts for the past 
| year there is a balance of 25,1307. available for a dividend, and this has 
_ been declared at the rate of 74 per cent. to the preference shareholders, and 
1 per cent. to the old stockholders. ‘The last year, it will be remembered, 
was one of the worst for trade; the Court, however, stemmicd over the 
crisis, and have been enabled to declare the usual good dividend upon the 
| shares, and also hand over something to the holders of stock. ‘The stocks 
at Cwm Avon are in good order, and considerable additions have been 
made to the foundries, forges, mills, &c., so that the whole plant is in 
a satisfactory condition. The Court of Assistants has been strengthened 
by the addition of a new member in the person of Sit Samue, Cunarp, 
Bart. The position, character, and business-like habits of this gentleman 
are so well known by his previous useful deeds that there is no doubt 
he will be found a most desirable acquisition. After the business of the 
Court had been transacted, the debt of the church and school fund was 
again brought under the notice of the proprietary : in vain was it urged 
by the Governor, Messrs. HasLewoop and GiLBEeRTson, the necessity 
of providing education and church accommodation tor the people, and 
that the schools were conducted in no sectarian spirit, the Church Catechism

[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.) 

Aprit 7.—The course of trade on the Continent has been for some time 
injuriously affected by apprehensions of war and the uncertainties of diplo- 
macy, and, consequently, the foreign trade in metals has not expericnees’k 
the revival that was generally expected in the spring of the year. The 
price of copper would in all probability have advanced, had it not been for 
these unfortunate circumstances. ‘The prices of metals, however, —- 
not recently advancing, have been well supported by the peer bra 
home trade ; but now, owing to political complications, and the disso : ne 
of Parliament, it is to be feared the home trade will suffer some re aps : 
for several weeks to come, and it remains to be seen whether the —* 
copper and other metals will be maintained during this pote pes 
bance of the country and temporary quietude of trade. As t eb a in 
not be long, some hopes may be entertained that stocks will be . : 
hand for the present, without reduction of price, or lowering of the ye 
standard. With regard to tin, the standard for ores at present — 
likely to advance, black tin of good produce making as much as from 7 “4 
to 801. per ton. ‘The tin mines lately have, consequently, been in maucla 
favour, especially three or four in the St. Ives district, where the lodes po 
now very productive. Shares have changed hands in Wheal Margaret a 

East 
Margarets have also lately advanced, and other mines in the district = 
attracting attention. Dolcoath, in the Camborne district, continues — 
open considerable quantities of ore ground.

The near approach of an election naturally brings one’s thoughts back 
again to the subject of poor rates on mines, with the view of urging on the 
mining community that they should not forget to question the candidates 
who come before them on the subject of the rating of mines, and endes- 
vour to obtain from them a promise that they will not support that mis- 
chievous measure if it be again brought forward in Parliament. The 
burden of poor rates is scarcely telt by rich dividend-paying mines, such as 
Dolcoath, South Frances, and others, but when the impost is levied on 
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struggling mines which have been for a long time making calls, notwith- 
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standing that they have been selling ores, 
add to their difficulties, and perhaps in m 
These struggling mines are often obliged to apply to the lords of the soil 
for remission of dues, and the lords, seeing their difficult circumstances, in 
very many cases in Cornwall, remit the dues for a considerable period, or 
“during pleasure.” No such remission would take place in the case of 
poor rates ; and even the assessment of the rates, unless the Act clearly 
restricted taem to rates on lords’ dues, would give rise to disputes and legal 
proceedings with parish officers in too many instances. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, for the sake of the mining interest, which is so materially bene- 
ficial to the county of Cornwall, and the kingdom at large, that the Legis- 
lature, and especially the Cornish Members of it, will avoid laying upon 
that interest any injurious and repressive impost, such as the rating of 
mines would prove to be in its practical working. F

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Aprit-7.--The Coal Trade continues somewhat dull ; this is especially 
the care with those collieries engaged in the supply of house coals for the 
Lone.on market.

It is remarkable 
that only a few days have elapsed since the publication of his elaborate 
paper (contributed, in the first instance, to the Northern Institute of Mining 
Engineers) ** On the Methods of Working and Ventilating the Collieries 
of Northumberland and Durham.” It will now remain as a legacy to 
the industrious miner for ages to come. He was also engaged almost up 
to his latest day in conducting some important experiments made for the 
purpose of elucidating some very intricate points in the theory of mine ven- 
tilation. We shall allude to those experiments in our notices of the sub- 
Jectin connection with the discussions of the Mining Institute. Alas! his 
seat there is now vacant for ever. ;

REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SO” TH WALES. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT LN SOUTH WALES.] 

Aprit 7.—A decided improvement has taken place in trade this week. 
considerable activity being the characteristic of the district generally, 
We fear the general election will exercise a prejudicial influence, but at 
present our situation is better than it has been previously this year. At 
Newport the same state of things is found, the docks and wharves being 
now better filled with vessels than for several months past. Iron sells 


freely, and in consequence of large continental orders makers are very 
full. In steam coal a good demand is experienced, and freights show a 
slight advance. 

The Steam Coal Question continues to excite a considerable degree of 
interest thronghout the district. The views we expressed last week are 
those generally adopted; but with regard to Mr. Taplin’s charge against 
an engineer, we have been informed that more foundation exists for the 
complaint than was at first supposed. We are, moreover, assured that 
the Cardiff experiments were far from being satisfactory to the Welsh 
owners. That the best coal was not selected; and, in fact, the experiments 
are described as a “‘ mistake.” We think it right to repeat these state- 
ments, coming as they do from a most trustworthy source; but, at the 
same time, it must be borne in mind that the Welsh owners believe in | 
their full ability to maintain the position they have taken up. It is in- 
tended in any futare experiments to employ 4 much harder description of | 
coal than that got at Aberdare, and thus the tests will be made under 
much fairer conditions than before. | 

We understand that it is the intention of one of our largest ironmakers | 
to enter into the stormy arena of politics at the forthcoming election, and | 
contest the representation of the Monmouthshire boroughs. The gentle- | 
man in question is popular, possesses considerable influence, and has it in | 
his power to do a great deal of good for Newport ; so that, in the event of | 





bis coming forward, he would probably secure a large number of votes in| 
that town at least. Another report states that he will offer himself for the | 


county, but nothing more definitive than we have stated is yet known. 
The principal underground improvements at Blaenavon are now com- 
pleted, and are found to beof the utmost service. The machinery has been 
much «altered, and the general appliances increased; an economy of time 
has thus been effected, and we are glad to state that the additional facili- 
ties are brought into full requisition by the extensive orders whicli are re- 
ceived at the works. Under the vigorous management of Mr. Plum the 





property is rapidly improving, and we believe the sharcholders will have | 
reason to congratulate themselves on the prospects now opening up to them. 

There was a sad accident in the Main Colliery, near Neath, on Wednes- 
day, by which 26 lives were lost. ‘The particuiars are given by a corres- 
pondent in another column. 

Designs for adding to the railway accommodation of the district are 
still much discussed, and those for carrying a good serviceable linc through 
the Forest of Dean meet with especial attention. We have often referred 
to the great want of a railway in this extensive mining locality, and several 
times during the last two years promising schemes for supplying the desi- 
deratum have been brought forward. Unfortunately, some contretemps or 
other has occurred to postpone indefinitely the completion of any plan, and 
even now, with two companies in the field, it is doubtful whether a line 
will be made. Meanwhile other projects are being vigorously proceeded 
with, and bills have been obtained for railways which will bring into com- 
munication the agricultural and mining portions of the counties of Brecon- 
shire, Monmouthshire, and Glamorganshire. The mining interest must 
be benefited by this, as well as every other, and we have no doubt that, in 
the coal trade especially, great advantage will be derived. 

The arrivals of copper at Swansea during last month were not on a large 
scale, but this week a rather large quantity has, we understand, come into 
port. There is considerable difficulty, however, in obtaining accurate re- 
turns, most of the consignments being privately made. 





THE IRON ann METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE. 
(PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON. ) 

Aprit 7.—The Iron Trade exhibits no alteration, and the report made 
respecting it for some weeks past is still applicable. The demand is quiet, 
but most of the leiding makers have sufficient to keep their works in full 
operation, and they are well employed, or otherwise, in proportion to the 
excellence of the quality of the iron they manufacture, makers of the best 
qualities having been in full operation during the whole of the quarter. 
The United States demand is hardly vo active as was hoped at an earlier 
period of the year ; this is attributed to the deficient harvest of last year, 
which, added to the losses during the panic, has greatly diminished the 
purchasing power of the Americans. Still, every post brings a few orders. 
It remams to be seen whether the quarterly meetings next week will afford 
grounds for greater confidence as to the trade for the quarter. Doubtless, 
the occurrence of a general election will have an adverse influence on trade. 

In the Hardware Trades there appears, if anything, a change for the better. 
In the lock trade there is a decided improvement, and generally the home 
trade is tolerably good. There is a good demand for hardwares also for 
the East Indies. The Australian muil, received to-day, describes the 
market as presenting arather better appearance. Imports were still in ex- 
cess, but goods were moving off a little more satisfactorily, and a few orders 
have been received. If speculative exports of hardwares are restained this 
market may be expected in a few months to assume a healthy appearance. 

A most protracted strike amongst the glassmakers has just been brousht 
to a termination, after lasting 25 weeks. It arose from the masters object- 
ing to some of the rules of the Glassm skers’ Society, which they regarded 
as calculated to interfere with the proper and advantageous conduet of their 
business. A meeting of masters and a deputation from the men was held 
in Dudley on Monday last, Mr. G. Lloyd, of Birmingham, presiding. It 
was agreed to alter the note to rules 4 and 5; by the introduction of the 
alteration the note willread thus: * Vote. Rules 4 and 5 are not intended 
to compel a master to engage any man to whom he objects, or who is in- 
competent to fill the situation required ; and any master may have any 
member he prefers by telling the secretary, or any of his men, whom he 
desires to have.”” On both sides a desire was expressed that all feelings 
aroused by the struggle should be laid aside. 

A most extraordinary charge was heard by the Birmingham magis- 
trates, on Monday, against several brickmakers, who were accused of 
having thrown bombs made of clay, baked, and’ loaded with powder, and 
made to explode like hand-grenades, at the windows of other brickmakers 
who would not join the Operative Brickmakers’ Society. One of these 
bombs was thrown against a window «nd broke a number of panes, and 
on the man who lived in the house looking out one was thrown at him, 
but, happily, hit the sash, broke some more panes, and fell into the street, 
flying with much explosive force into 4 great number of pieces. Similar 
bombs were flung against the houses of other men not members of this 
society. It appears uncertain whether there will be sufficient evidence to 
justify the committal of the prisoners, who are remanded on a charge of 
conspiracy. It is sad to find such murderous tyranny prevailing under 
the plea of rights. 

There is a strike for wages in a part of the Potteries amongst the col- 
liers, who are seeking support from the general public and from those of 
their own body at work. 

At Longton, Joseph Pritchard, chartermaster at Alderman Copeland's, 
Berry Hill Colliery, was charged with neglecting to deliver to William 
Gossley, a miner employed by defendant, a copy of the rales of the col- 
liery, contrary to the fifteenth rule of the Coal Mines Inspection Act, and 
with misbehaving himself in his employment by not delivering such rules. 
Mr. Stevenson, who appeared on behalf of the Alderman, said that last 
week a boy lost his life, it was believe’, through not having had a cop) 
of the colliery rules delivered to him, and he asked for defendant to be 
dismissed from his employment and fined for his neglect in this case. Hi 
was accordingly dismissed from his employment and fined 10s. and costs 
Another similar charge against defend..nt was withdrawn. 

One of the new Priestfield furnaces, belonging to Messrs. Ward and 
Sons, was “ tapped” en Friday, when between 6 and 7 tons were run off 
This iron seemed to be burnt on account of the length of time it was in 
the furnace, as a difficulty occurred in tapping it which hindered the iron 
trom being all run off; consequently, a larger cast would have been made, 
but now they average a cast Yor 10 tons. Messrs. Dawes, of Broomford- 
lane forge, are abont to erect two blast furnaces there; and Messrs. Round, 
the extensive coalmasters, are about to erect two blast furnaces at Tividale.

Aprit 7.—The uncertain state of continental politics has had the effect 
for some time past of inducing great caution amongst ironmasters ; and 
now that we are to have a general election, and trade disquieted, there is 
little probability of things settling down for some time to come. 

The demand for finished iron is tolerably active, and orders are nume- 
rous ; but we hear of an increase in the system of underselling, which at 
this period may no doubt arise from the necessity of more needy makers to 
realise to meet pressing engagements.

The Coal Trade is duller this week than it has been during the previous 
month, arising mainly from a decrease in the consumption for household 
purposes. A case of arbitration, before Mr. ‘Serjeant Hayes, is being 
heard at Chesterfield. It is a question df importance to the mineral inte- 
rest, and we shall notice it next week. 

The Mill Town Mine, at Ashover, has had a measure of ore to-day, 
the produce of four weeks, weighing 154 loads. The mine is looking ex- 
ceedingly well, and we have little doubt the company will be in a position 
soon to make another dividend. 

The Mill Dame Mine is being pushed forward with energy by the di- 
rectors, and should the present dry weather continue we have little doubt 
the water will disappear. 

A company called the Haslam Pipe and Shining Rock Company is draw- 
ing its slow length along, the arrears of call forming a millstone large 
enough to encircle its neck.

We have been favoured with the following extract from the irtroduction 
to the forthcoming number of this valuable periodical, expected to be pub- 
lished by the end of next week :— 

In the last two numbers of his Review the writer referred to the gra- 
dual manner in which the mining interest was recovering from its de- 
pressed condition at the end of 1857, and during the first half of 1858, re- 
marking, at the end of the latter year, that a more decided improvemewt 
had taken place in the quarter then closed, “ with every prospect of con- 
tinued progress in the same direction.” At the same date, he also ob.

6/. 5s. per ton, and 19s. 74d. per unit. For the quarter, the average pro- 
duce was 6°319, the price 6/. 5s. 4d. per ton, and 19s. LOd. per unit. The 
price of cake copper has been raised in the three months from 107/. I! 
to 112/. 10s. per ton.

These figures show that the quantity of ore had decreased 2652 tons 
under the previous quarter, and 298 tons under the corresponding quarter 
of 1858; the average produce has decreased 278 under the previous quar- 
ter, and “225 under 1853; the amount has increased 10,875/. 15s. 64. over 
the previous quarter, and 1617. 9s. over 1558; the average price per toa 
has increased 11s. 7d. over the previous quarter, and 11d. over 1#53; and 
the quantity of fine copper has decreased 147 tons 16 ewts. under the pre- 
vious quarter, and 106 tons ander 1858. 

This continued falling off in the production of fine copper by the mines 
of Cornwall is a matter of considerable importance to those making tr 
turns, as tending to counteract the effect of any increase in the imports 
tions of foreign and colonial copper.

COPIAPO EXTENSION RAILWAY COMPANY. 
The first meeting of this company was held on Tuesday, at the offices, No. 2, New- 
Proad-street, Mr. Cuartes Hotianp in the chair, 


After Mr. FE. J. Cote (the secretary) had read the advertisement convening the meet- 
ing, the following report was submitted to the shareholders : 

In accordance with the provisions of the statutes under which this company is formed, 
the directors have called this, the first general meeting, and it affords them much plea- 
yre in being able to report the completion of the road for traffic, as will be seen by the 
following communication from Mr, Evans, the engineer-in-chief, dated Santiago, Jan. 30 : 
“« Leertify that the main track of your railroad is completed from Pabellon to Chanar- 
c jlo, 2 distance of 25810°1000 miles, that the graduation and masonry of the line are com- 

eted, that there are at the following stations branch tracks of the length specified : - 
Bravehes in Pabellon station, 0°635 miles: ditto Summit, 0°246 ; ditto Pajonales, 0-176 ; 
rt» taan Godoy, 0°343; ditto SacramentoV alley, 0°113: total branches, 1°513 miles—mak- 
ing in all 27°323 miles. That the stations are enclosed by well-built fences. That most 
of the buildings required are erected and completed ; that they are well built, and well 
adapted for the business they are intended for. That the rolling stock is of a very supe- 
rior quadity ; it has been for some time iu use on the roads, and works well. 1 hat I 
will betowe long make out and forward fuil and accurate lists of all tracks, buildings, 
equipments, &c., composing your road. That the road is in a condition to be accepted 
and opeael for traffic. That the balance due to the contractor, Mr. Wm. Wheelwright, 
might be paid him, excepting $20,000, which may be retained until everything required 
by the contract is completed, and a certificate to that effect forwarded.” 

Owing to the political disturbances which have arisen in Chili, no advices have come 
to hart from the director in charge as to the operations since Jan. 30; but from letters 
reeived by Mr. Wheelwright from his agent it appears that the passenger traffic had 
already equalled his expectations, and there is every reason to anticipate the goods and 
wnineral. traffic will also prove satisfactory, 

The directors have to state that they have received from Mr. Edwards, the president, 
great as sistance throughout, first in obtaining the concession, and organising the statutes 
of the © mapany in Chili; secondly, in watching and directing the affairs in connection 
with the: construction of the line. The arrangements made by Mr. Edwards for conduct- 
ing the dusiness will be seen by the following letter, addressed to Mr. Powditch, the 
director *n charge, dated Jan. 4:— 

“The receipt of the Chanareillo Extension Railway being near at hand, I am desirous 
toorganise the management of that enterprise, and deem it indispensable that there 
should be a person appointed, having entire control until it is placed on a footing to re- 
quire less attention. Under these circumstances I can devise no better method than to 
commission you to act fully, without restraint of any nature, and to bear in mind all the 
particulars that at this time we have conversed about. The directors in England have 
given me unlimited authority to act in the matter, and as I am convinced of the interest 
you will take, have no hesitation in transferring in your favour the same authority, and 
consequently from thistime it will remain for you todirect, as Ihave said beture, without 
any restriction, as this, I believe, to be the only plan that now occurs to me for the 
inanage ment of this enterprise. The directors named here as follows are—In the first 
place, yourself; 2d, Mr. Santiago Edwards; 34, Mr. Thomas Vatrickson: and 4th, Mr. 
Adolph Schultz. The duties of these parties are merely to advise with you, and I would 
not wish that they should do more, while the rules, &., applicable to the management 
are being made, but subsequently their intervention will be required for the inspection 
of said regulations, &c., and to understand that which reters to its economy. In the 
first jetter that I addresses to the directors in England I will inform them of this ap- 
pointment, and the indispensable necessity that you have unlimited authority for the 
first six months. I hope that you will also communicate with the directors as to all 
that this undertaking promises, in order that they may be thoroughly acquainted with 
its progre ss.” 

The accounts of the company from the commencement to March 31 having been duly 
audited are now on the table for the approval of the meeting. 

The directors have to inform the shareholders that they have appointed Mr. Henry 
Aljers Hankey, whois largely interested in the undertaking as auditor, in the room of the 
jate Mr. G. F. Dickson, and it remains for the meeting toconfirm this appointment. 

The directors consider it right that as the statutes do not provide for their retirement, 
to tenaer theirresignation at the present meeting, and to offer themselves for re-election ; 
and they suggest that a resolution should be passed to the effect that two of their body 
should hereafter retire annually, and be eligible, if duly qualified, for re-election. 

The directors have no reason to distrust the favourable expectations formed of the en- 
terprise, and they feel every confidence that the result of the development of the traffic 
will hereafter prove satisfactory to the shareholders. 


The accounts were then read, and showed credit to balance of capital account 167,000/,;

The CIAIRMAN congratulated the sharebolders on the completion of the line, which 
wa: finished in all respects, including stations and ample plant for working the same: 
the },'ne hal been completed for the amount originally contracted —174,867/. The next 
impor,tan,* point is the probable revenue from traffic; although hardly opened for pas- 
sengera, it ,"s satisfactory to find the state of that branch from the following report of Mr. 
Flint, the e, ‘¢ineer, dated Pabelion, Jan. 27 :— 

“It will be vrobably interesting to you to know that previous to the breaking out of 
the revolution, from the passenger traffic alone Mr. Caldwell was realising at the rate 
of $30,000 per ar, Hn, and it was steadily increasing. No freight was taken, although 
many appjication:.’ were made.”
